WASHINGTON (AP) - Ameri­ 
cans and Ru ssians on the same 
day this week got a little notice 
in their Christmas stockings. It 
was an annou ncement by both 
their gov ernments on how mu ch 
they ex pect to spend nex t y ear. 
There was the one lesson to be 
learned, abov e all others, from the 
annou ncements. 
If the two cou ntries cou ld learn 
to tru st each other and stop their 
fantastic armaments race — ru n­ 
ning into billions u pon billions of 
dollars — peope in both cou ntries 
cou ld liv e better becau se their 
tax es wou ld go down and they ’d 
hav e more money . 
By 
a 
coincidence 
of history 
these 
things 
happened 
on 
the 
same day . 
President Eisenhower said his 
bu dget for the nex t fiscal y ear, 
beginning Ju ly 1 , wou ld call for 
spending 77 billion dollars bu t that 
he ex pected to get in the same 
amou nt in tax es, thu s balancing 
the bu dget. 
Therefore, he said, there will 
be no call for a general tax in­ 
crease. 
In Moscow, with Premier Nikita 
Khru shchev nodding approv al in 
the backgrou nd. Finance Minister 
Arseny G. Zv erev pledged to boost 
the 
gov ernment’s 
spending 
for 
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indu stry , scientific research and 
social welfare nex t y ear. And he 
added, there wou ld be no direct 
new tax es. 
Whereas Eisenhower spoke of 
spending 77 billions, the Sov iets 
say they ’ll spend in ru bles the 
equ iv alent of almost 177 billion 
dollars at the official rate of ex ­ 
change. That looks like 100 billions 
more the Ru ssian gov ernment is 
spending. 
Bu t the figu res are misleading, 
and not only becau se the ru ble 
is not considered here to be worth 
its official ex change v alu e. 
Eisenhower’s total was for the 
federal 
gov ernment’s 
ex penses, 
and did not, of cou rse, inclu de 
the money being spent for all pu r­ 
poses by states, cou nties and city 
gov ernments or by priv ate enter­ 
prise on ex pansion or produ ction 
not connected with the gov ern­ 
ment. 
The Ru ssian figu res inclu de all 
the cou ntry ’s gov ernmental u nits, 
from the smallest local districts 
u p. Inclu ded are figu res for the 
nation’s indu stry , transport and 
trade, all ru n by the gov ernment. 
Eisenhower’s 
7 7 -billion 
figu re 
for nex t y ear is abou t 3 billions 
less than the American gov ern­ 
ment is ex pected to shov el ou t this 
y ear. He intends to trim ex penses 
in a nu mber of places to bring 
the spending down. 
By the time Congress has v oted 
the final dollar — which will be 
nex t su mmer — total spending 
for the fiscal y ear beginning nex t 
Ju ly may be ov er this y ear’s 80 
billions. The reason:

Its sig n ifican ce in U.S.-U.S.S.R competition 
is the rocket thru st that matched an d may 
hav e ex ceeded slig htly the hitherto in credible 
thru st of the Ru ssian rocket that hu rled 
Spu tn ik III in to orbit. The Un ited States ap­ 
paren tly has learn ed how to match the Ru s­ 
sian en g in eers in rocket thru st. It n ow ap­ 
pears improbable the Ru ssian s are u sin g 
atomic en erg y , as sometimes had been su s­ 
pected. That will be the n ex t big mov e.

The place Navy planes do 
their fading is a piece of desert 
called Litchfield Park,

Tigercats, Hellcats, Pivateers, 
SNJs—World War II vintage craft 
—along with Korean-era jets like 
Panthers and Banshees and even 
a few of te mor recent Douglas 
Skyknights, North American F J 
Furys and Chance Vought F7U 
Cutlasses, all bask in the desert 
sun. 
Douglas ADs’ veterans of both 
World War II and Korean action, 
also enjoy a well earned retire­ 
ment in the dry Arizona air.

able planes. 
The Civil Aeronautics Adminis­ 
tration has acquired in this way 
several transport type aircraft for 
use in air traffic control research. 
The U. S. Forest Service has 
taken several TBM’s for aerial 
fire fighting, particularly in Cali­ 
fornia, and for aerial seeding op­ 
erations.

Ohioans Find lf Hard 


To See Atlas Missile 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ohio­ 
ans are wasting their time if 
they try to spot the Atlas missile 
in orbit. Their chances of seeing 
it are very slight, says a member 
of Ohio State University’s radio 
observatory team. 
If seen at all, says Professor 
R. C. Higgy, the Atlas would be 
visible very low on Ohio’s south­ 
ern horizon. Since that's where 
the atmosphere is heaviest, he 
adds, that alone is enough to keep 
Ohioans from spotting it. 
Other factors working against a 
sighting are the weather — the 
Atlas can’t be seen if hidden by 
clouds — and that presently the 
missile theoretically is visible in 
Ohio only during mid-afternoon. 
In the latter instance, if the sun 
was out, the glare would make it 
virtually impossible to spot the 
Atlas. It would have to be near 
dusk for one to see it, when the 
missile would catch the sun’s light 
while the earth was in shadow, 
Higgy says.

War years when families were 
separated, and the only thing that 
could have made Christmas merry 
was to bring them back together 
and turn on the lights again all 
over tho world; 
A Christmas Eve when the go­ 
ing had been tough, and I commit­ 
ted the theft of a Christmas tree, 
one of several hundred set out as 
downtown decorations, not realiz­ 
ing until the day after Christmas 
that all the trees were going to 
be hauled away to the town dump 
anyway; 
A nightmare experience when 
the plumbing went haywire on 
Christmas Eve and created a prob­ 
lem that was not solved until day. 
break on Christmas morning; 
The first Christmas for my own 
first-born child — that is, the first 
one he was old enough to know 
what was going on — when he an­ 
nounced curtly on being carried 
downstairs that he wanted his 
orange juice and paid no attention 
to anything else until he had been 
fully breakfasted; 
My realization for the first time 
that 
shepherds 
watching 
their 
flocks by night in the account of 
the Nativity were part of a pas­ 
toral civilization that conditioned 
the entire philosophy of Christian­ 
ity in terms of the care and feed­ 
ing of sheep — most defenseless 
of all animals; 
The nervous and elaborate pre- 
autions that were necessary when 
the only way to illuminate a Christ­ 
mas tree was with candles, surely 
the most dangerous fire hazard 
ever allowed to exist in the United 
States;

The chaos that ensued the year 
the dogs’ Christmas packages were 
tied up with a wiener on the out­ 
side and they were turned loose to

Kai-shek hinted today he may not 
seek a third term as president of 
Nationalist China in 1960. 
The 
7 2-year-old 
generalissimo 
said 
he 
opposes 
proposals 
for 
amending the constitu tion, which 
some consider necessary for him 
to ru n again. 
Article 47 of the 
constitu tion 
says: ‘‘The term of office of the 
president and of the vice presi­ 
dent shall be six years. They may 
be elected for a second term .” 
Some contend this means a sec­ 
ond term and no more, bu t others 
argu e that the nu mber of term s 
is u nlimited. Chiang’s second term 
expires May 19, 1960. 
Chiang spoke at a meeting of 
the 
Mainland 
Recovery 
Board. 
This is an organization of Chinese 
which for years has been making 
plans to be carried ou t if the Na. 
tionalist regime ever regains con­ 
trol of mainland China. 
The president told the meeting 
Nationalist 
China’s 
constitu tion 
“is one of the weapons we are u s­ 
ing in waging war against the 
Commu nists. We cannot abandon 
this weapon bu t m u st make good 
u se of it.”
